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ALLOWANCE 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-1 2, 14, 15 and 20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) As to independent claim 1 , note is made of the limitation, "axial compression in 
the cylinder by the seismic mass increases stress in the optical fibre" in combination 
with the rest of the limitations in the claim. 

As to independent claim 15, note is made of the limitation, "axially displacing the 
seismic mass so as to compress the cylinder thereby increasing the stress induced in 
the optical fibre" in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim. 

(b) The closest reference Taylor (US Patent 5,1 34,882 hereinafter referred to as 
"Taylor") in combination with Thomas (International Patent Application WO 03/081 186 
A2 hereinafter referred to as "Thomas") discloses a similar invention as set forth in the 
Office Action mailed on 1 1/08/2010. 

However, Taylor, either alone or in combination with Thomas, does not disclose 
axial compression in the cylinder by the seismic mass increasing stress in the optical 
fibre as specifically defined in claims 1 and 15, respectively.

(c) Therefore, the prior art does not disclose or provide motivation to combine the 
above-mentioned respective limitations in combination with the rest of the limitations in 
the claims.
